Up 
to this point we have found 
that for the most part, the folks 
that ride the free bus come to 
town for medical reasons.

(EDITOR'S NOTE: A statement 
in the Odds and Ends column 
in this newpaper last week cor. 
corning Morgan County's feder¬ 
ally-financed free bus program 
elicited the following response 
from Sidney Stewart, OEO co 
ordinator for Morgan and El¬ 
liott Counties.) 

The Northeast Kentucky Area 
Development Council is pre- 
si ntly operating a bus that 
criss-crosses Morgan and Elliott 
Counties two or three times 
each. week. The bus is an older 
Army Model that was secured 
through Army surplus for this 
purpose. (A weekly schedule 
can be found elsewhere in this 
paper.) The bus is operated for 
the benefit of those persons 
that cannot afford the price of 
a car and the fee required to 
hire transportation. 

In order for a person to ride 
the bus, he must go to the 
Northeast Kentucky Area Deve¬ 
lopment Council Office in West 
Liberty and or Sandy Hook and 
fill out an application to deter¬ 
mine his or her eligibility and 
is then, and only then, issued 
a permanent ticket. 

The only way that a person 
whose income is above the pov 
erty guidelines can secure r. 
ticket in by misrepresentation 
of the facts, and, if this is done, 
any citizens who is knowledge¬ 
able of the fact can come to the 
Northeast Kentucky Area Deve¬ 
lopment Council Office and file 
a complaint and the matter 
will receive prompt attention.

The Board of Directors of, 
the Kentucky School Boards J 
Association (KSBA) issued a 
statement Sunday condemn¬ 
ing teacher strikes as “illegal" 
and “disruptive,” and "deplor¬ 
ing such action taken against 
the children, parents arid duly 
elected officials of the Com¬ 
monwealth.” 

"Sanctions, strikes, work 
stoppages or other disruptive 
action to the orderly opera¬ 
tion of our public school pro¬ 
gram in the Commonwealth 
is shocking and displeasing," 
the school officials said. 

According to the statement, 
t lie principle objections of 
KSBA to teacher strikes are 
as follows: 

(1) “Such action would be 
illegal,” and the school boards 
association “cannot be placed 
in the tenous position of en¬ 
couraging illegal acts.” 

(2) "Strikes actions would 
amount to a breach of con¬ 
tract" by teachers. 

(3) A strike could jeopar¬ 
dize the instructional program 
for children, "the very group 
for which our public schools 
are operated.” 

(4) "We cannot afiord to 
have those who teach our 
children—by instruction and 
by their acts — set an example 
of disobedience and disregard 
for the law-s and protessional 
ethics of our society.

image of cur public schools 
and of our public school teac- 
l.-ers” and endanger ‘ public 
! support for the operation and 
improvement of the vital and 
necessary institution o' public 
education.” 

The statement notes that

Since they live less than half 
a mile away from a post office 
they have not been eligible to 
receive rural delivery service 
prior to the new order. And 
because they live near a post 
office that does not have city 
delivery they have missed out 
there, too. 

The only requirement to ob¬ 
tain the service is that it must 
he requested of the postmaster, 
and a majority of those living 
ir. the area must desire the ser¬ 
vice.

The decade of the ‘sixties just 
passed was The Golden Age of 
Technology, when man develop¬ 
ed computers that can do a mil 
lion calculations in a matter of 
seconds; it was also by contrast 
the age of the worst pollution 
of air and water ever known in 
the history of the human race. 
It was the age in which we put 
men on the moon at a cost to 
the taxpayers of many billions; 
at the same time, in India and 
other undeveloped countries of 
the world multiplied thousands 
of children were slowly dying 
from malnutrition. 

The decade of the ‘sixties was 
an age in which the human race 
made more scientific progress 
in the brief span of 10 years 
than was made in any period of 
100 years of previous history. 
But man’s progress in the fields 
of Science and Technology has 
left the human race dazzled be¬ 
wildered fearful of what the 
future may hold; man’s comput¬ 
ers can solve problems in se 
conds that stagger the imagina¬ 
tion, but they cannot solve the 
pressing problems which threat¬ 
en the future existence of the 
race.

We 
have been hypnotized, too long 
dazzled, by the sweeping advance 
of Science and Technology, so 
that we have stood supinely and 


let our environment become foul 
and polluted. 

Today we are a prosperous 
nation, we have plenty to eat, 
good homes, clothing, cars, te¬ 
levision sets, and we have lots 
of leisure time, but are we en¬ 
joying these things? 

We have more than ever be 
fore in the history of man but 
we are enjoying it less. Man 
would like to stop his rat race 
row and then and go out and 
enjoy nature and find rest from 
the turmoil of everyday life. But 
there is less of nature to enjov; 
if man goes to the public parks 
for a brief rest, he finds them 
overcrowed; he finds beer cans 
and pop bottles and cartons 
scattered everywhere; he finds 
garbage dumps overrun with all 
kinds of refuse and waste. 

The worst pollution of the 
air occurred in the early part of 
the decade of the ‘sixties. We 
had developed the mighty at¬ 
omic bomb and nations were 
eager to test its awesome pow¬ 
er by setting off huge explos¬ 
ions in the atmosphere; it was 
a criminal act against humani¬ 
ty. Our own nation is equally as 
guilty as Russia in this regard 
These two world powers set off 
huge atomic blasts that had en¬ 
ough megatonnage to wipe out 
the largest city in the world; 
and they set off these explos¬ 
ions right in the air w r e have 
to breathe; they caused atomic 
fallout that posioned the air 
and earth.

Wild Life Federation issued a 
report on the environment of 
this country; it was terse and 
to the point. The Report read 
AIR: Very bad; WATER: Bad; 
SOIL, FORESTS, WILD LIFE. 
In Fair condition. No mention 
v’as made of the pollution of the 
oceans of the world, but they 
too are badly polluted. The sad¬ 
dest picture I have seen lately 
was that of a pied billed grebe 
that had swum into an oil slick 
feathers all gummed up, smear¬ 
ed and sticky with an oil slick, 
the poor, polluted bird couldn’t 
swim any more and there it 
stood with an expression on its 
face denoting shock, even horror 
and terror; it seemed to be say 
ing, why have they done this 


space age: As w’e get more lei 
sure time to enjoy the earth 
and its beauties, there is ever 
less and less of it to enjoy; as 
our society grows richer and 
more prosperous, the envioron- 
ment become poorer, all fouled 
and filthy. 

It seems our buzzing elec¬ 
tronic brains have out-distanced 
our souls and set at naught the 
need of the human spirit, which 
must have a measure of peace 
and time to meditate.

The highest priority, Nixon 
said, will go for attacking water 
„nd air pollution. 

Farm conservationists, how¬ 
ever. say they cannot understand 
a distinction between the goals 
of ACP and what Nixon says 
are the highest priorities for 
cleaning up the nation's air and 
water. 

Growing concern over possi¬ 
ble agricultural pollution from 
pesticides, commercial fertilizer, 
livestock feedlots and the long¬ 
standing threats from water and 
wind erosion of soil should put 1 
treatment of farm land among 
the highest priorities cited by 
the White House, some say. 

This point was raised at an 
Agriculture Department budget 
briefing but officials could not 
satisfactorily explain what the 
administration had in mind by 
wanting ACP eliminated and 
yet asking more attention for 
other environmental problems. 

Rather, a spokesman said, 
critics of ACP — which pajs 
farmers for about half the cost 
of carrying out conservation 
practices — claim landowners 
should apply the techniques 
without government financing, 
that the methods have been 
demonstrated and proved over 
many years. 

Also, the officials said, some 
authorities claim the conserva¬ 
tion practices actually mean 
more production for a farmer 
and therefore are not purely 
conservation in character. 

But the oddsmakers are bet¬ 
ting these will be ineffective 
arguments when Congress gets 
* around to considering the sec¬ 
ond attempt by the Nixon ad¬ 
ministration to scrap ACP 
spending. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 —Ad 
ministration farm officials are 
a little reluctant to discuss a 
budget proposal to eliminate a 
longtime soil conservation 
program while on the other 
hand President Nixon talks 
about fighting pollution more 
effectively. 

The budget recommended 
eliminating the 34-year-old Agri 
cultural Conservation Program 
which provides federal funds to 
farmers for carrying out certain 
conservation practices such as 
terracing, planting grass and 
building ponds. 

Payments would be continued 
next fiscal year to meet current 
commitments but no new funds 
would be requested. In this way, 
Ihe Nixon budget said, spending 
could be cut $66 million the 
first vear and $233 million 
thereafter.

MOREHEAD. Ky.. Jan. 26 — 
Private forest lands in Bath, 
Carter, Fleming, Greenup, Lewis 
and Rowan Counties occupy 
743.000 acres or 54 percent of 
the land area and contribute 
substantially to the economy. 
But the historical effect of little 
or no management and many 
harvests have depeleted the 
forest resource. These forests 
are producing well below their 
capaeity. In order to encourage 
private forest landowners to 
undertake management of their 
forested holdings, the Kentucky 
Timber Development Organiza¬ 
tion study was initiated in Aug¬ 
ust of 1967. The study obtained 
data pertinent to forests, fores¬ 
try, forest industry, landowners 
interest in the proposed TDO 
and other factors which will 
have a direct bearing on the 
scope and operation of the pro¬ 
posed TDO. The study was com¬ 
pleted in June, 1968, and is now 
leady to be implemented. 

There are many benefits that 
may be derived from a Timber 
Development Organization in 
this six county area. A TDO of¬ 
fers an opportunity for bring¬ 
ing intensification of forest man¬ 
agement to the area. A primary 
goal of a TDO w ould be to seek a 
proper balance of timber har¬ 
vest to improve size class and 
species distribution and levels 
of stocking. This would be done 
by concentrating on the har¬ 
vest of mature sawtimber, re¬ 
moval of poorly formed, diseas¬ 
ed and other undesirable trees 
through commercial thinnings 
and timber stand improvment 
work. 

The TDO would actively seek 
information on available wood 
markets from the industry and 
assist the landowners in plac¬ 
ing his timber in the market 
I yielding the highest return. 

A TDO can also benefit in¬ 
dustry. Working closely with a 
TDO, industry gains knowledge 
of timber supplies, availability, 
location and grades. Less time 
would be spent in wood pur¬ 
chasing activities, resulting in 
savings to the firm. 

The opportunity for forest 
land development in the six 
county area rests ultimately 
with the local landowners. With¬ 
out their needed support and 
membership, a TDO in this area 
will fall by the way side. Per¬ 
sonal assistance of the land- 
owners is vital to the success of 
a TDO. 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Several 
misconceptions regarding Ken¬ 
tucky’s automobile license law 
were pointed out by Maurice 
Carpenter, director of the Rev¬ 
enue Department's motor ve¬ 
hicle tax division 

“Some drivers think it’s il 
legal to continue to use an auto 
tag issued by a county of former 
residence, after moving to an¬ 
other county,” Carpenter said. 
“It's perfectly legal, but at the 
end of the year, the new plate 
should be bought in the county 
of actual residence.” 

What about out-of-state tags? 
A motorist moving to Kentucky, 
with the intention of staying, is 
required by law to buy a Ken¬ 
tucky car plate within five days 
A visitor may use an out-of-state 
for 30 days, or as long a period 
as his home state permits a Ken¬ 
tucky plate to be used there.

FRANKFORT — Inertia builds 
checks, if not balances, into 
Kentucky's legislative process. 

The odds almost always are 
i gainst change. The burden al¬ 
ways lies with those seeking 
change. 

Anyone trying to push a bill 
through the committees — and 
floors—of both chambers finds 
somewhere along the line the 
frustration ot sheer indifference 
if not outright opposition. 

And with the session past the 
halfway mark, inertia is work 
ing FOR those favoring Day¬ 
light Saving Time and AGAINST 
those seeking changes in the 
Sunday closing law. 

It also compounds the Ken¬ 
tucky Education Association's 
problem in pushing a 4-ceid 
boost in the cigarette tax. 

With the Farm Bureau mass¬ 
ing against the KEA, it's certain 
the lawmiakers can't be moved 
to pass the tax without a teach¬ 
er’s strike. And in this atmos¬ 
phere, even a strike may not 
be lucky. 

The Farm Bureau and KEA 
went almost

the interim from 13 billion to 15 billion. 

This means S133.7 billion worth of stocks 
washed down the drain—an amount nearly 
double the Administration’s $71.8-l>illion mili 
tary budget for fiscal 1970, or more than a 
lozen limes the Federal Government's project¬ 
ed S10.6-bill'on for education spending. 

The nation’s unemployment rate jumped to 
3.9 per cent from 3.4 per cent in Janary and 
last week Dr. Arthur Burns, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, predicted it will climo 
to 4.3 per cent, or “maybe a little higher.” 
But these are not just statistics, they arc peo¬ 
ple: for each per cent the unemployment rate 
rises, about 800.000 people lose their jobs.

Still, snipers could aim at the 
bill’s protection for “farms” as 
small as 10 acres and horticul¬ 
tural tracts of only 5 acres—or 
other details of the bill. 

Inertia probably won't be a 
factor on two emotional issues. 
Outright opposition to bills to 
ban sex-education and to auth¬ 
orize state aid to lay teachers 
in parochial schools probably 
will keep both measures bottled 
in committee.

FRANKFORT, Ky. — A 
bill was introduced in the 
House last week which out¬ 
lines how tile new farmland 
amendment should be imple¬ 
mented. 

The bill is the result of 
lengthy conferences between 
the State Revenue Depart¬ 
ment and the Kentucky Farm 
Bureau, sponsors of the suc¬ 
cessful amendment. 

The version that emerged is 
a kind of “agreed” pact that 
imposes some rigid limita¬ 
tions on what land qualifies 
for special assessment treat¬ 
ment. 

State voters approved last 
November a n amendment 
which changes the current 
standard for assessing farm¬ 
land whose valuation is great¬ 
er than normal because of 
urban influences. 

Essentially, the proposal, 
introduced by Reps. John 
Swunford of Cynthiana and 
Bernard Keene of Bardstown, 
seems to protect horticultur¬ 
al and agricultural land near 
urban areas from ordinary 
fuir cash valuation so long 
as such land would be used for 
those purposes only. 

For example, agricultural 
land under the bill must be 
at least 10 acres devoted to 
production of livestock or 
crops and producing an aver¬ 
age gross income of at least 
$1,000 per year. 

This apparenty allays the 
concern of opponents who 
said that anyone might take 
advantage of the amendment 
by setting aside a small plot 
of land and putting a goat on 


ir agricultural or horticul¬ 
tural use for the pieceding 
live years and tiiat where the 
land has been zoned for any 
other use — at the owners 
liequest — fair cash assess- 
r. lent will apply. 

Excluded from lower val¬ 
uations is land used for farm¬ 
ing but held for future deve¬ 
lopment for a corporation. 

If the lower-assessea land 
is sold for more than 25 per 
cent above its agricultural 
value, the sale price would be 
•automatic evidence t,.at its 
use has changed and the val¬ 
uation is to go up.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Early 
Federal Income Tax Returns 
indicate that many taxpayers 
are making errors in claiming 
adjustments to their income 
which may delay their refunds, 
the Internal Revenue Service 
said today. 

The term “Adjustments,” as 
used on the tax form, refer: 
only to sick pay, moving ex¬ 
penses, employee business ex¬ 
penses, and payments to self 
employment retirement plans 
The total of these items is en 
tered on Line 15B of the Form 
1040, the IRS said. 

Some taxpayers are incorrect¬ 
ly reporting on Line 15B, the 
total of their itemized deduct 
ions suchas interest expense, 
state and local taxes, contribu¬ 
tions, medical, or miscellaneous 
expenses. These deductions 


should be computed and enter¬ 
ed on the appropriate schedules 
as provided in the instructions. 

The IKS also said that tax¬ 
payers are making mistakes by 
including as adjustments the 
exemption allowances for them¬ 
selves, husband or wives, chil 
dren, or other dependents. For 
taxpayers who use the tax table 
to compute their tax, the ex¬ 
emption allowance is already 
figured into the table. Taxpayers 
who use the tax rate schedules 
should make their computation 
on schedule T, which is included 
in the regular tax packet. 

To avoid errors in claiming 
adjustments, the IRS suggested 
that taxpayers read the instruc 
tions carefully and make sure 
they have attached the proper 
supporting documents.

“A 
stable and prosperous agricul¬ 
ture is a foundation stone for 
a stable and prosperous eco¬ 
nomy, “he said, “the farm 
programs probably enlist more 
farmers in a voluntary, coo¬ 
perative endeavor to stabilize 
production and prices than 
any other method yet found.” 

He urged farmers to fami¬ 
liarize themselves with all of 
the options open to them in 
the programs — and to come 
in early to sign up.

Numbers and trends re¬ 
vealed by current census data 
will help shape plans and j 
programs now on the draw¬ 
ing board. Persons working 
in commerce, industry, con¬ 
servation, just to name a few, 
will use census data in their 
plans and projects of the fu¬ 
ture. 

The number of farmers, the 
products they are producing, 
and the time devoted to the 
farming operations, is of im¬ 
portance to others besides the 
men working the soil For in¬ 
stance, if they are part-time 
farmers, they could well be 
potential laborers in a factory 
interested in a particular lo¬ 
cality. The fact that they are 
rot farming their land to its 
full capacity might mean that 
it offers fair habitat for wild¬ 
life. 

The patch of potatoes grown 
by an individual farmer might 
appear small when inventori¬ 
ed. Yet, his yield represents 
an amount which will not 
be purchased from commer¬ 
cial growers. Multiply this by 
thousands and the total figure 
becomes large enough to have 
a bearing on commercial sales. 

Yes, the projected uses of 
census data are many and 
all are important. Each ques¬ 
tion seeks information for 
which a need has been pre¬ 
viously determined.

LEXINGTON. Ky.. Feb. 12— 
Any increase in cigarette tax 
cs is opposed by the Burley To¬ 
bacco Growers Cooperative As¬ 
sociation, directors of the asso¬ 
ciation said in a resolution 
adopted here yesterday. 

The directors did not refer to 
any particular proposal that 
had been made in Kentucky for 
a cigarette tax, increase, but 
said they opposed “any in 
crease. 

Tobacco is Kentucky's most 
profitable agricultural industry, 
an association spokesman said, 
however, and ns such should 
merit more consideration than 
to have additional tax pressures 
placed against a product which 
uses hundreds of millions of 
pounds of Kentucky leaf. 

An increase in the Kentucky 
tax also would be an ‘‘open in¬ 
vitation. and example for oth¬ 
er states” to hit cigarettes with 
new taxes. 

Taxes against cigarettes in 
several states have become so 
high that they appear to be 
punitive, rather than revenue, 
measures, the spokesman said.

LOUISVILLE KY., February 
12—Louis F. Ison, president of 
the 97,000 member Kentucky 
Farm Bureau Federation, to¬ 
day said Kentucky’s tobacco 
farmers will fight to prevent 
legislative approval of a pro¬ 
posed four-cent per pack tax 
increae on cigarettes designed 
tc finance additional teacher 
salary increases. 

“Tobacco farmers have 
enough problems without being 
burdened by increased taxes 
on cigarettes,” Ison said, “and 
they don’t intend to stand idly 
by when their very livelihood 
is threatened.’’ 

Ison said tobacco farmers 
have suffered from the emo¬ 
tional anti-smoking campaigns 
and recently were told they 
must take a ten percent cut 
in their tobacco allotments in 
1970. He said the imposition 
of a four-cent increase in 
cigarette taxes would only 
serve to compound the pre¬ 
sent problems being experi¬ 
enced by the farmers, and 
would be another cruel blow 
to Kentucky’s major bidustry. 

“Because of the hysterical 
anti-smoking campaigns, it 
seems that tobacco has be¬ 
come a whipping-boy for 
those who aren’t familiar with 
its overriding importance to 
the total economy of this 
state and its farmers, “Ison 
commented. “We huva fought 
the anti-smoking propaganda, 
which we think is false and 
malicious, and we intend to 
draw the line and make an 
unequivocal stand agaiivst our 
state kicking its number one 
product while it’s down by 
singling it out for increased 
taxes, “he added.
